IHE great engagements which 
Mr. Uckerman entered into, for 
fupplying the Britiſh combined 


army, during the late war in Germany, 
are ſufficiently known. 


The ſeveral accounts of the deliveries 
made by him, in the courſe of fulfilling 
theſe engagements, were always regulatly 
given in at the appointed offices in Ger- 
many, and paſſed without difficulty ; till, 
on ſome allegations of the commiſſioners; 
of enquiry, as will be explained in the 
proper place, a 1 top was put to the far- 
ther liquidation of them there, in con-

ſequence of which, he was obliged to 
bring over all that remained unſettled, 


to be laid before Commiſſioners i in Lon- 
don. 


In the general ſtate of the accounts, 
thus laid before the Commiſſioners, were 
included ſeveral particular accounts, 
which were numbered in the regiſter of 
their office. To theſe numbers, the 
following references are made. 


ARTICLE. N. 

Purſuant to ſeveral agreements made 
with M. Hatton, Eſq; Commiſſary Ge- 
neral, dated December 9 and 13, 
1761, and March 7, 1762, Mr. Uc- 
kerman delivered into the king's ma- 
gazine of Zell, 6996 rations of oats, 
11934 rations of hay, and 1160 rations 
of ſtraw, amounting together to G.5858 
J 35 HC. at the ſtipulated prices. 


For theſe deliveries Mr. Uckerman 
obtained the regular receipts of the king's 
magazine keeper at Zell aforeſaid, coun- 
terſigned by the Inſpector of Control, 
which he produced to the Commiſſioners 
for German demands as vouchers for this 
. ee who admitted the agreements

upon which theſe deliveries were made, 
and the receipts, as being regular, ſuffi- 
cient and correſponding with the contract 
records, in their report, dated March 31, 
1764: But in the ſame report they al- 
ledge, that by examining and compar- 
* ing the general receipts, produced as 
* vouchers for theſe deliveries of hay and 
* ſtrawintotheſaid magazineof Zell, with 
the records of that magazine, they do 
„find, that there were 4818 rations of 
© hay brought to account leſs, and 2227 
& rations of ſtraw more, in the ſaid re- 
© cords, than does appear by the ſaid re- 
ce ceipts produced, for which they had 


& made and carried to the credit of the 


*© crown a proportionable deduction of 


G. 918 1 17 87. 


The injuſtice of this deduction is ſo 
evident, that it would be a waſte of time 
to enter into a formal proof of it. By the 
direct acknowledgment of the Commiſ- 
ſioners, Mr. Uckerman has produced a 
receipt as a voucher for this delivery, re- 
gular, ſufficient, and correſponding with 
the control records. What more was 


he obliged to do? What more could he 


do? To make him anſwerable for the 


miſtakes or maleverſations of perſons, 
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with whoſe conduct he could poſhbly 
have no connection, is equally contrary 
to reaſon and juſtice. What had he to 
do with the accounts of the magazine 
keepers, that he ſhould be charged with 
their deficiencies ? Or is it not much 
more probable, that they muſt have com- 
mitted an error in ſuch complicated af- 
fairs, as their ſerving of the forage to the 
troops, than in receiving it from him ; 
and much more juſt to make them an- 
ſwerable for ſuch difference than him, 
who had nothing to do with, nor could 
poſſibly prevent it, whether it may have 
proceeded from miſtake or fraudulent de- 
ſign? 


For this . therefore, of G. 918: 
17 T. Mr. Uckerman requires ſatisfac- 
tion, as being unſupported by any ſhadow | 
of reaſon, and directly contrary to law 
and juſtice. 


ARTIC EE XH. 

Purſuant to a contract made at Fritzlar, 

in Heſſe, on the 3d of June, 1760, be- 
tween M. Hatton, Eſq; Commiſſary Ge- 
neral of the combined army on the part 
of his Britannic Majeſty, and Mr. John 
op ann. for the ſupply of the 
aid

ſaid army, the ſaid M. Uckerman deli- 
vered to Mr. Notz, an officer employed 
by the Commiſſariate, 5 120 rations of 
oats, and 9448 rations of hay, to be 
tranſported by him to the corps under 
the command of General Imhoff, for 
which the ſaid Notz gave a receipt, dated 
at Hirsfield, June 23, 1760; which re- 
ceipt Mr. Uckerman gave in to the Com- 
miſſioners for German demands, as a pro- 
per and ſufficient voucher for his deliver 
of the ſaid oats and hay, according to the 
expreſs intent and meaning of his ſaid 
contract. 


To this receipt the Commiſſioners, in 
their report, dated Auguſt 18, 1764, ob- 
ject, that © as they have not ſeen the ac- 
* counts, ballances, and journals of the 
© deliveries, which Mr. Uckerman made 
into Hirsfield magazine, in conſequence 
* of his contract, they cannot know 
© how far Mr. Uckerman has fulfilled the 
% ſame! and whether the quantities here 
charged were part of the 20,000 com- 
« pleat rations which he was to deliver 
t every week! and whether this delivery 
may not already have been paid! eſpe- 
5 cially as it appears by the terms of his 
© contract, that the accounts of the deli-

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et veries, made in conſequence thereof, 
ce were to be made up weekly. Beſides 
ce this general remark, having examived 
te it as a voucher for this delivery, dated 
« Hirsfield, the 23d of June, 17060, they 
* could not by any means conſider it as 
* a regular receipt of a magazine keeper, 
ce but rather as a bill-of loading for fo- 
ce rage ſent by a ſubordinate magazine 
* officer, called Notz, from Mr. Ucker- 
man's depots, to the king's magazine 
* at Langeſtein ; and though there 1s on 
* the bottom of this bill of loading an at- 
i teſt from the magazine keeper of Lan- 
ce genſtein, that this Notz, who ſent this 
t tranſport, was actually in the king's ſer- 
e vice when he received this forage, and 
gave a receipt for the ſame, yet this at- 
* teſt doth no ways give the character 
ce and effect of a receipt to the bill of 
* loacing, eſpecially as this very ſame 
© magazine keeper of Langenſtein, whoſe 
© accounts are lying on record in their 
& office, docs not make therein the leaſt 
* mention of theſe quantities of forage 
© received from Notz. This whole ar- 
ce ticle they have therefore rejected, as be- 
* ing founded upon no regular and ſuffi- 
*« cient voucher, and have carried the

* amount thereof to the debit of Mr. 
% Uckerman's account.“ 


In anſwer to theſe ſeveral objections, 
Mr. Uckerman begs leave to obſerve, 
that the particular circumſtances of this 
demand preclude all neceſſity of examin- 
ing into the accounts, ballances, and 
journals, of his deliveries at Hirsfield, for 
proof of its juſtice, as will appear from 
the following ſhort ſtate of it. 


In order to fulfil his contracts, Mr. 
Uckerman collected at Hirsfield conſi- 
derable quantities of forage, which he 
delivered out of his depots, as they 
were to be tranſported to the places 
where they were to be uſed, there being 
no eſtabliſhed magazine of the king's 
there into which he could deliver them. 
Theſe deliveries were made ſometimes to 
the king's troops, and ſometimes to ma- 
gazine keepers, or other officers com- 
miſſioned by the Commiſlariate to receive 
them, whoſe receipts for the ſame were 
always accepted by the Commiſſary, and 
. ordered for them. 


While matters proceeded regularly i in 
this courſe, Mr. Notz, an officer in the 
B 4 employment 
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employment of the Commiſſariate, re- 
ceived out of Mr. Uckerman's depots at 
Hirsfield, the aforeſaid quantities of 
5120 rations of oats, and 9448 rations of 
hay, for the king's uſe, which he loaded 
on waggons aſſigned him for that pur- 

oſe, and went with himſelf to the place 
of their deſtination, giving a receipt 
for the ſame, dited June 23, 17603 
which receipt was regularly preſented to 
Mr. Commiſſary Halſey for liquidation, 
and an order for payment, but was not 
admitted by him for the following rea- 
ſon, written at the foot of it, in Mr. 


Halſey's own hand, and ſigned by him. 


« N.B. A receipt for 5120 rations of 


% oats, and 9448 rations of hay, ſent 


* from Hirsfield the 23d of June, be- 
ce ing rejected in the foregoing account 
d as imperfect, will be admitted in the 
% account of Major Uckerman's delive- 


„ ries, on his contract of the 25th of 
8 Auguſt, in caſe he can bring a proper 


60 receipt for the ſame hereafter. 


The multiplicity of his affairs, and the 
continual motions of the army, which 
made it moſt difficult for him to meet 
the neceſſary perſons, prevented Mr.

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Uekerman's being able to remove this 
objection of Mr. Haſley's time enough to 
have this receipt liquidated with the other 
deliveries made upon his contract of Au- 
guſt 25, 1709. But he ſoon after had 
an opportunity of obtaining from Mr, 
Markart, Inſpecting Commiſſary, an at- 
teſtation, written and ſigned by him, un- 
der the ſaid receipt, that Myr. Notz, the 
perſon who had received this forage from 
Mr. Utckerman's depots at Hirsfield, 

and given the ſaid receipt for it, was, at 
tbe time of this tranſaction, an officer in 
the king's ſervice, and properly autho- 
rized to receive forage for the uſe of the 
army ;—which atteſtation was laid before 
the Commiſſioners before they made 
their report; but they thought proper to 
{light this ſo full and ſatisfactory an an- 
ſwer to Mr. Halſey's objection, and ſtand 
by thoſe made by themſelves, for which 
there had appeared no foundation to 
him, though immediately upon the ſpot, 
and perſonally acquainted- with all the 
circumſtances of the affair. 


Some time after their mb this re- 
port, Mr. Uckerman obtained from. M. 
Hatton, Eſq; a letter, or report, of the 
ſaid Mr. Markart, then acting under the 

Commiſſariate

Commiſſariate as an inſpecting Commiſſary, 
for ſeeing Mr. Uckerman's magazines at 
Hirsfield laid up, and diſtributed in a re- 
gular manner, made to him from Hirsfield 
the 25th of June, 1760, (two days after 
this forage had been delivered to Mr. Notz, 
and this receipt given by him, when the fact 
was impoſſible to have been miſtaken) where- 
in the ſaid Mr. Markart expreſſes himſelf in 
the following words: © Le proviant Schrei- 
eber Notz ctant envoye du corps de Mon. 
« Le General Imhoffe, a emportee 5120 
« rat. d'avoine, & 9448 rat. de foin, the 
expreſs quantities acknowledged i in the ge- 
neral receipt. 


In anſwer to ſo circumſtantial and con- 
vincing a proof, which effectually removed 
every difficulty that could with any colour 
of reaſon be made to this demand, the Com 
miſſioners thought proper to ſtart afreſh the 
objection refuted in the preceding inſtance, 
« that the magazine keeper of Langenſtein, 
& whither the ſaid Mr. Notz was to tranſ- 
port this forage, does not make the leaſt 
e mention in his accounts, lying on record 
* in their office, of theſe quantities of forage 
& received from Notz.“ 


The flagrant injuſtice of this objection 
has been too fully thewn 1 in the preceding 
4 | article 
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article to require repetition here. In this in- 
 Rtance,tho'ithappenstobeinMr.Uckerman's 


power to anſwer it particularly. This tranſ- 
port was taken by the enemy, on the road 


to the place of its deſignation, as is known 


to every one, then in, or concerned with the 
affairs of, the army, and conſequently the 
magazine keeper of Langeſtein never did 
receive it from Notz. A circumſtance 


which Mr. Uckerman did not think himſelf 


in any reſpe& concerned in, as the receipt 
of Notz was a ſufficient voucher for his de- 
mand, and therefore did not mention, till 
this objection was made, when 1 no attention 
was paid to it. 


As all the reaſons therefore, upon which 
this report is founded, are thus proved 


to be utterly inapplicable to the caſe, 


and contrary to juſtice, Mr. Uckerman 
conceives himſelf intitled to require ſatisfac- 
tion for this deduction, and accordingly does 
require it. 


AR-T-I-CL:EXIX-(i2:) 
On the 25th of December, 1760, an 
agreement was made at Uzlar by M. Hatton, 


Eſq; (with the approbation of Col. Peirſon, 


Intendant General) with Major Uckerman, 
to o ſupply the corps under the Generals 
Wagenheim 
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[ 72 ] 
Wagenheim and Kielmanſegge. Parſaant 
to this agreement Mr. Uckerman delivered 
to the troops, and into the King's maga- 
Zines at Uzlar and other places, the ſeveral 
quantities of forage required. When the 


account of theſe deliveries came to be made 


up, Mr. Uckerman diſcovered that ſome of 


the receipts for thoſe made at Uzlar were 


wanting, which prevented their being liqui- 
dated with the reft; nor could he ever re- 
cover them after, they having been loſt by 
the waggoner who had received them. As 


the loſs of courſe muſt fall upon Mr. Boden, 


Mr, Uckerman's agent, who had ſent the 
forage to the magazine at Uzlar, when he 
found it impoſſible to recover the original 


receipts, he applied to Mr. Klugge, maga- 


zine keeper at Uzlar, Who gave him dupli- 
cares of them from his books, which du- 
plicates the ſaid Mr. Boden brought in ac- 
count to Mr. Uckerman, who could make 
no juſt objection to allowing them, and 
who conſequently preſented them for liqui- 
dation to the Commiſſioners. But to this 
demand the Commiſſioners alſo thought 
proper to object, in their report of 3 Iſt of 
March, 1764, for the following reaſons: 


« The ſecond article is for 322 rations of 
ec barley, and 2999 rations, of oats ſaid to be 
delivered 
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delivered into the magazine of Uzlar in 
* December, 1760, a duplicate whereof is 
ce produced by Mr. Uckerman. For the proof 
of this delivery, Mr. Uckerman has pro- 
ce duced nine Es whereon we obſerve. 


<« Firſt, That fix of them are duplicates, 
* which, by an expreſs clauſe at the foot of 
each, is declared to be of no force in caſe 
. the originals are found. 


<« Secondly, That none of theſe nine re- 


© ceipts mentionsthatthe forage was deliver- 
* ed by Mr. Uckerman; but on the contrary, 


© magazine keeper Klugge, who ſigned the 
<« ſame, expreſſes, not only therein, but alſo 
e in his magazine accounts, which we have 
e examined, that the forage was received out 
ce of thebiſhoprick of Hildeſheim, excepting 
ein the receipt where he ſays that the forage 
«© was received from one Boden, Secretary 
ce of the chamber. For which reaſon we 


could not admit theſe receipts as ſuffi- 


c cient vouchers, and have therefore carried 
c the ſame to the debit of Mr. Uckerman's 
* account, till it may appear to us, firſt, 

that the original of the ſix duplicates, 
have been cancelled, and carried in to no 
< other Account; and, ſecondly, that each of

In anſwer to this report, Mr. Uckerman 
begs leave to obſerve, that the objection to 
the ſix receipts, which are duplicates, is 
entirely removed, by the plain account 
here given of the reaſon, why they hap- 
pened to be ſuch. — But if this reaſon 
| alone is not admitted to be ſufficiently ſatiſ- 
{ factory! For a further proof of the juſtice of 
1 his demands, he appeals to the accounts li- 
quidated by Mr. Halſey of the deliveries 
| made on this agreement ; that of theſe de- | 
1] liveries no other demand was made in any i 
other ſhape or manner whatſoever, nor any 
N allowance conſequently made for them; 
| and, therefore, as the delivery is inconteſti- 

bly proved by the books of the magazine 

keeper who received them, payment ought, 

by every rule of juſtice, to be made, as it can - 
| not be proved to have been made for them.

As for the a of the receipts 
| being loſt by the waggoners, any per- 
| ſon, who conſiders the hurry and confuſion 
| of ſuch ſcenes, and the ignorance and care- 
z leſſneſs of ſuch people, will rather wonder 
that it did not happen much oftener than it 
| did (for this is very far from being the only 


inſtance) than that 1 it ſhould happen at all.

To the ſecond objection, © that none of 

e theſe nine receipts mention that the forage 
< was delivered by Mr. Uckerman, but, on 
e thecontrary, magazine keeperKlugge, who 
e ſigned the ſame, expreſſes not only therein, 
e butalſo in his magazine accounts, that the 
« forage was received out of the biſhoprick of 
<« Hildeſheim, except in one receipt, where, 
ehe ſays, the forage was received from one 
Boden, Secretary of the Chamber.” Mr. 
Uckerman anſwers, that the leaſt attention 
to the nature of the caſe would have re- 
minded the Commiſſioners, that the name 
of the contractor was much oftener omitted 
than inſerted in the receipts given to the 
waggoners, no more being thought neceſ- 
ſary, than barely to ſpecify the quantities and 
countries of the waggoners who gave the 
ſaid receipts to the contractors when they 
applied for their hire; which receipts the 
_ contractors entered in their accounts, and 
were allowed for without objection, becauſe, 
in the nature of the thing, they could be- 
long to no other perſon : and this anſwer 
accounts for the ſecond article of this ob- 
jection, that the forage was entered in the 
% magazine accounts to have been received 
* out of the biſhoprick of Hilderſneim, as the 
depots, out of which Mr. Uckerman made 
theſe deliveries, were in that biſhoprick,

and the forage tranſported by the natives of 
it. As to the receipt, in which he ſays 
that the forage was received from one Bo- 
den, Secretary of the Chamber, it has been 
ſhewn before, that Mr. Boden was the per- 
ion to whom Mr. Uckerman had entruſted 
the management of his depots in the bi- 
ſhoprick of Hildeſheim, out of which this 
forage was tranſported to Uzlar ; and there- 
fore ſome one of the waggoners may very 
naturally have mentioned his having received 
the forage from him, by which means his 
name came to be inſerted in the receipt, as 
alſo his title of Secretary of the Chamber, 


Which was a place he held under Mr, Maſ- 


ſaw, Preſident of the Chamber to the King 
of Pruſſia, who, in thoſe times of confuſion, 
when too many civil offices were ſuſpend- 
ed, gave him permiſſion to engage in the 
employment of Mr. Uckerman, and who, 
from knowledge of his abilities and inte- 
grity, has fince got him advanced to the 
higher office of a counſellor of the ſaid 
chamber of war and domains. 


That Mr.Uckerman really had his depots 
in the biſhoprick of Hildeſheim 1s known 
to all who were concerned in the tranſac- 
tions of theſe times, and is expreſsly proved; 
as it alſo is, that Mr. Boden had the ma- 

nagement

nagement of them, by the correſpondence 
of Mr. Hatton, at that time; in two of 
whoſe letters, the one dated at Daeſburg 
the 20th of November, and the other at 


Harſte the 4th of December, 1760, men- 


tion is expreſsly made of thoſe depots of 
Mr. Uckerman's in the county of Hilde- 
ſheim, and of his having ordered Mr. Boden 
to preſs the regency for the neceſſary wag- 
gons to tranſport the forage from them. 


4 Having thus ſeverally and fully anſwered 


- the reaſons upon which the commiſſioners 
thought proper to ſuſpend the payment of 
theſe receipts, Mr. Uckerman conceives 
himſelf juſtly entitled to demand it now. 


ARTICLE XX. 

On the 25th of Auguſt, 1760, an agree- 
ment was made by M. Hatton, Eſq; Com- 
miſſary General of the combined army, on 
the part of his Britannic Majeſty, with John 


Jacob Uckerman, Eſq; for the ſupply of the 


army under the command of hisSereneHigh- 
neſs Duke Ferdinand of Brunſwie, by which 


agreement the ſaid Mr. Uckerman engaged 


to eftabliſh depots of forage at ſeveral par- 


ticular places, for the immediate and con- 


ſtant ſupply of the king's magazines, in and 
adjacent to ſuch places; for the forage fo

| 1 into the ſaid magazines, Mr. "7M 


kerman was alſo to be paid at the rate of 
14 Dutch ſtivres for each compleat ration, 
the payment to be made on his producing 
the receipts of the magazine keepers. 


Among other receipts for deliveries ade 
by Mr. Uckerman in purſuance of this 
agreement, he preſented to Thomas Halley, 
Eſq; Commiſlary of Accompts, one dated 
the 26th of Auguſt, 1760, from Mr. Reder, 
King's magazine keeper, at Rinteln, for 
12,000 compleat rations delivered into the 
ſaid magazine. | W 


To this receipt Mr. Commiſtary Halſey 
objected, its being dated the very next day 


after the date of the agreement, when it 


appeared to be improbable that ſo great a 
delivery could be made, and therefore re- 
fuſed to liquidate it, till the ſaid circum- 
ſtance ſhouid be ens up; adding, in a 
note at the foot of the ſaid receipt, that after 
the expiration of more than 14 days after the 


date of the contracts, there was no more deli- 
vered in natura than 6000 rations of oats, 


12,000 ditto of hay, and 6c00 ditto ſtraw. 


Surprized at an objection, which, in the 
hurry and * of his affairs, had 


not

| Hot occurred to him, Mr. Uckerman ap- 
plied to the ſaid magazine keeper Reder fot 
a ſolution of it, who directly anſwered, 
that in conſequence of the agreements made 
for the fulfilling of this, contract, the con- 
cluſive terms of which were known fome 
time before it was actually ſigned, Mr. Lob 
Meyer, a Jew, of Bromfield, and one of 
Mr. Uckerman's ſub-deliverers, applied to 
him on the 26th of Auguſt aforeſaid, the 
very day after the figning of it, to receive 
12, 00 compleat rations of the forage, 
which he had ſo prepared and ready to de- 
liver; and on Mr. Reder's objecting his not 
having granaries yet prepared to receive it, 
the ſaid Meyer urged the exprefs terms of 
the contract, by which the deliveries of the 
ſaid forage were to commence as ſoon as 
poſſible,” and the impoſlibility of his carry- 
ing on his further deliveties without the 
payment for this delivery, which he was 
to receive from Mr. Uckertnan on produc- 
ing Mr. Reders receipt, ſo preſſingly, that 
Mr. Reder at length agreed to give him a 
_ receipt for it, on proper ſecurity of the ſaid 
forage's being well and faithfully delivered, 
whenever he ſhould be ready ts receive it; 
for the performance of which, the faid 
Meyer did accordingly procure Meflrs. 
Meinter and co. Burghers, at Rinteln afore- 
| C 2 
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ſaid, men of good character and ſuffi- 
cient ſubſtance, and in whoſe hands the 
faid forage was depofited till it could be re- 
ceived, to be his ſureties, after firſt viewing 
and taking an exact account of the quan- 
tities of forage ſo depoſited with them. 


Io this plain account of the date of the 
ſaid receipt, the ſaid Reder further added, 
that, purſuant to the ſecurity ſo given by 
them, the ſaid Meſſrs. Meinter and co. 
made, within the next 14 days, delive- 
ries of 6000 rations of oats, 12,000 ditto 
of hay, and 6001 of ſtraw, as quoted by 
Mr. Halſey, in the aforementioned note, at 
the foot of the receipt ; for the particular 
ſpecifications of which deliveries, he gave 
em interim receipts, which were to be 
returned and cancelled when the amount of 
this general receipt ſhould be compleated ; 
at which time he, the ſaid Mr. Reder, quit- 
ted the management of the ſaid magazine 


at Rhinteln, and was ſucceeded. therein by 
Mr. Thomas. . 


On Mr. Uckerman's laying all theſe cir- 
cumſtances before Mr. Halſey, he, Mr. 
Halſey, wrote to Mr. Thomas, the maga- 
Zine RO who had ſucceeded Mr. Re- 

der

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der, at Rhinteln, and who, at his firſt 
taking upon him the care of that magazine, 
had given Mr, Halſey information of the 
deliveries then made toward compleating 
the amount of this receipt, which he had 
ſpecified in a note at the bottom of it, as 
before-mentioned ; who, in his anſwers to 
that and other letters from Mr. Halſey on 
the ſame ſubject, not only confirms the 
account given by Mr. Reder, but alſo ac- 
| knowledges to have himſelf received from 

the ſaid Meſſrs. Meinter and co. what was 
wanting to compleat the full amount of 
that receipt, though not till he had been 
obliged to compel them to it by proceſs of 
law. 


Before Mr. Uckerman could clear up 
theſe ſeveral circumſtances, a ſtop was put 
to the ſettling of his accompts by the Com- 
miffioners of Enquiry, ſo that he was 
obliged to wait for the ſettlement of this, as 
well as his other demands, by the Com- 
miſſioners appointed to liquidate the out- 
ſtanding demands on account of the war in 
Germany, before whom it was laid on the

the chief of which ariſes from the receipts 
being dated the 26th of Auguſt, the day 
after the date of the contract; tho' Mr, 
Halſey was certain, 7hat after the expira- 
tien of more than 14 days after the date of 
the contract, there was no more delivered 
in natura than 6000 rations of oats, 12000

« Tt appears by a letter from Mr. Hal- 
ſey to Mr. Uckerman, dated Stolzenau, 


March 20, 1762, that this objection 


was founded upon an information he had 
received from magazine keeper Thomas, 
who ſucceeded Bade | in the adminiſtra- 


tion of the magazine of Rhinteln, of 
by which 
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which information Mr. Halſey incloſed 
an abſtra& in the ſaid letter. This in- 


formation having been laid before us, and 
compared with ſome other papers rela- 
tive to this delivery, as found among the 
old magazine records at that time, it does 
appear, that this receipt was given by 
Commiſſary Reder to the Jew Lob Meyer, 
of Brumfield, ſub-deliverer to Mr. Uc- 
kerman, before the forage was delivered, 
upon the Jew's reporting to Reder, that 
he had bought ſuch a quantity of forage 
from Meinter and co. and that it was 
ready to be delivered; that upon this, 
Meinter and co. entered into an engage- 
ment to deliver the ſaid quantity of 
12000 compleat rations to Reder, and 
that the method in which this engage- 
ment was partly performed was, by deli- 
vering, from time to time, ſmall quan- 


tities, for which Reder gave them parti- 


cular receipts, which were to be returned 


at the fulfilling the delivery.

of hay, and 1007 ditto of ſtraw, which 
are the amount of an interim.receipt ac- 
tually given by the ſaid Commiſſary Re- 
der to Meinter and co. dated Rhinteln, 
September 18, 1760 ; the which interim 

receipt we have found among the ac- 
compts of ſaid Reder, regularly cancelled, 
This interim receipt being the only proof 
we have of any part of this delivery be- 


ing made in natura, and not yet paid for 


by the crown, we do admit it as a voucher 


to this account, in the place of the gene- 


ral receipt, of 12000 compleat rations, 


which we have returned to Major Ucker- 


man for his remedy againſt the Jew ; and 


we do debit Mr. Uckerman's account for 


the difference between the amount of ſaid:

As the plain account here given of the 


circumſtances of this receipt remove every 
foundation of reaſon or juſtice by which this 
report can any way appear to be ſupported, 
Mr. Uckerman conceives it would be but a 
waſte of time to enter into any refutation 
of it, and ſhall therefore only add an ex- 
planation of the circumſtance of the interim 
receipt, upon which ſo great a ſtreſs is laid 
by them as to make the admiſſion of it a 
pretext for rejecting the reſt of the demand. 


Te has been oliforved chow: thas the ah 


particular deliveries made on account of this 


general receipt, Mr. Reder gave to Meſſrs. 


Meinter and co, interim receipts as vouchers, 


which were to be given up by them to him 


to be cancelled, together with the ſpecifica- 


tions of the ſaid deliveries, as ſoon as the 


whole amount of it ſhould be compleated : 
_ accordingly all theſe interim receipts were 


regularly given up by them, and, it is to be. 


preſumed, cancelled by him, except this 
one, which, in the hurry of ſo much and 
ſo complicated buſineſs, may eaſily have 
been overlooked and put up with the other 
papers among which it was found, as no 


more of them have been produced. Had 


this interim receipt continued in the hands 
of Mr. Uckerman, and been offered for 


payment |

payment by him in addition to the general 
receipts, it would have borne an appearance 
moſt diſadvantageous to him: whereas on 
the contrary, its being produced by the 
Commiſſioners, and acknowledged by them 
to have been found among the papers of the 
ſaid magazine regularly cancelled, is the 
ſtrongeſt proof of the juſtice of this whole 
demand, as the ſaid receipt muſt evidently 
and indiſputably have been given up to be 
included in ſome general receipt, which 
could be no other than that here contended 
for. That this was the invariable nature 


and end of interim receipts is too well 


known to require proof; and to ſuppoſe, 
that this was the only receipt ſo given up, 


| becauſe it was the only one fo found, with- 


out proof, that all ſuch receipts were con- 
ſtantly preſerved by the magazine keepers, 
is an equal offence to reaſon and juſtice, 
Inſtead, therefore, of allowing this interim 
receipt only, and making it a reaſon for re- 
jecting the reſidue of the general receipts, it 
is moſt clear that this receipt proves the 
juſtice of the general receipts, and ought not 
to be paid feclufively, but as a part of the 
othcr.—There is another circumſtance in 
this report too ſtriking to efcape notice, — 
The rejection of this demand is expreſsly

ſaid by the Commiſſioners to be founded 


upon their finding theſe tranſactions be- 


tween the magazine beer and the Jew to 
be irtegular and falſe! But neither is, nor 
can, that falſhood or irregularity be charged 


to Mr. Uckerman, nor the actual comple- 


tion of the receipt denied. Can it then be 


conſiſtent with juſtice to withhold payment 


for what is not denied to have been received, 

or to make him ſuffer for a crime of which 
he is not eyen accuſed? Or is it probable, 
that the Commiſſariate would have conti- 
nued the ſaid magazine keeper in their 
employ to the very end of the war, as they 


actually did, had the tranſaction (of which 


it is evident that they were apprized by the 


accounts given by his ſucceſſor Thomas to

As it is evident, therefore, that this re- 
report of the Commiſſioners is utterly deſ- 
titute of foundation, Mr. Uckerman has 
an indiſputable right to the reſidue of this 
account, thus unjuſtly withheld from him, 
amounting to RD.

On the 17th of December, 1761, an 
agreement was made at Hildeſheim, by Mr. 
Commiſſary-General Hatton, with the ap- 
probation of Col. Pierſon, Intendant Ge- 
neral of the army, with John Jacob Ucker- 
man, Eſq; for the ſupply of the army un- 
der his Serene Highneſs Duke Ferdinand of 
Brunſwick, by which the ſaid Mr. Ucker- 
man engaged to furniſh for the uſe of the

In order to fulfil this agreement, Major 


e ee bought up oats, in diſſerent 
countries, particularly in England, where he 
purchaſed not leſs than 3, ooo, ooo rations of 
oats and barley, and eſtabliſhed depots in 
the places moſt convenient for making bis 
deliveries : but juſt as he was preparing to 
commence them, he received, in the be- 
ginning of March 1762, a letter from Cal. 
Peron to inform him, that he, Col. Pier- 


ſon, had received orders from the Lords of 


the Treaſury to annul his ſaid contract, as 

made at too high a price; one Mr. Wilſon, 

of London, having Ce to fupply the 
army at a much lower. 


Mr. Uckerman's ſurprize at ſuch a no- 
tice three months after he had made the 
contract, and when, he had purchaſed the 
oats, and made all the neceſſary arrange- 
ments for carrying it into execution, may 

_ eaſily be conceived; as alſo the heavy loſs 
which he muſt inevitably ſuffer by ſuch 
treatment ; willing however, to lighten that 
Joſs as much as poſſible, and conſcious that 
he had not taken any unfair advantage, in 
making this contract, he wrote, in anſwer 
to Col. Peirſon, that he was ready to per- 
form it at as low a price as Mr. Wilſon, or 
any other perſon ſhould.

To this propoſal Mr. Ae agreed, and 
directly proceeded to make his deliveries ac- 
cordingly, for which purpoſe, he ſent in the 
latter end of March, and the beginning of 
Ap ril, 1762, to Nienburg, the neareſt to 
3 of the places ſtipulated for his deli- 
veries, and firſt to be ſerved, on board of 17 
lower Weſer veſſels, and 1 13 Dotch veſſels, 
from Bremen, large quantities of . rye,

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barley, and oats, in order to compleat his 


contract of the 11th of June, 1761, and 


then proceed with the deliveries on the laſt 
agreement made by him with Col. Pierſon, 
for the 1,000,000 rations, on account of 
the F. oo, ooo advance in his hands. 


With this intent his deliveries were made 
without delay, and received without ob- 
jection, till the 25th day of April, when 
the magazine keeper, Mr. Dreſden, ſaid, 
he was forbid, by Mr. Commiſſary Cuth- 
bert, to receive any more, by which time 
the contract of the 11th of June was not

In the embarraſſment which this refuſal 
threw Mr. Uckerman's affairs into, Mr. 
Gotſchald, his agent, at Nienburg, applied 
frequently to Mr. Cuthbert to know the 
reaſon of it, but never could receive any 
other anſwer from him but a peremptory 
repetition of the refuſal, confirmed with 
oaths and imprecations both to himſelf and 
to all who ſpoke to him, particularly Mr. 
Jager, keeper of the king's magazine fot 
meal, at Nienburg, upon whom, as ſpeak- 
ing Engliſh, he had prevailed to expoſtu- 
late with Mr. Cuthbert on fach conduct; 
nor could he ever deviſe the reaſon of it,

refuſed him, but alſo added, with the moſt _ 
horrid. oaths and imprecations, that be 
would ruin Mr. Uckerman, let it coſt the 
government what it would; as appears by 
an expreſs atteſtation of the ſaid Mr. 
Rhademaker, written and ſigned by him, 
and which he offered to confirm by oath, 


Agreeable to this reſolution, Mr. Cuth- 
bert not only perſiſted in his refuſal to re- 
ceive the corn, but alſo added to it another 
peremptory refuſal of ſhips to carry for- 
ward, to the deſtined places, that which 
lay in the Dutch ſhips then at Nienburg. 


The quantities of oats and barley, which 
then lay ſuffering in the ſhips, was 405,712 
rations, part of which was to have been 
delivered at Nienburg, and the reſt to be 
{ent to other places farther up the Weſer, in 
veſſels to be ſupplied by the commiſſariate, 
according to the expreſs terms of colonel 


Peirſon's letter of the 24th March 1762.

In this ſituation, the affair hung for ſome 
months, when Mr. Uckerman, unable to 


bear the expence of detaining ſo many veſ- 


ſels upon demurage, at length ſent ſome 
of them farther up the Weſer, where he 
had them unloaded, and the corn lodged 
in granaries; as he alſo unloaded others at 
Nienburg, where Mr. Cuthbert at length 
accommodated him with one of the king's 
magazines to lay up his corn in, though he 


poſitively and peremptorily refuſed to re- 


ceive it. 


The Demurage to the veſſels, and all the 


other expences attending theſe tranſactione 
to that time, Mr. Uckerman was obliged 


to pay directly; nor did his expences end 
here, the hire of the granaries and the wa- 
ges of the people, who were obliged to 
turn and take care of the corn in the gra- 
naries, accumulating every day, till the con- 
cluſion of the war.

On the peace, Mr. Uckerman publicly 
ſold theſe oats and barley, and was allowed 
by the commiſſioners the loſs upon the 
ſale.

The anſwer to this report is obvious ta 
common ſenſe! That Mr. Uckerman re- 
ally paid theſe expences, is not denied, be-

— The only queſtion then is, who is liable 
to bear theſe expences, Mr. Uckerman, 
who was arbitrarily and injuriouſly forced

that they did not ariſe by any order of the 


commiſſariate, it is an equal abuſe to rea- 


ſon and juſtice.—They aroſe from the a& 
of a member of the commiſſariate acting, 
in the name, and with the power of the 
whole !-— The whole, therefore, is anſwer- 
able for the conſequences of his act, whe- 
ther they expreſsly ordered that act or not; 
as indeed the commiſſioners have ac- 


| knowledged in this very inſtance, by al- 


lowing Mr. Uckerman for the loſs upon the 
ſale, though they have thought proper 
(with what conſiſtency 1s ſubmitted to rea- 
ſon) to difallow him the indiſpenſible ex- 
pences previous to, and attending that fale, 
and ariſing neceſſarily and ſolely from the 
ſame cauſe with it. To the reimburſe- 
ment, therefore, of theſe expences, Mr.

ARTICLE. XXVIL 

While Mr. Uckerman was making his 
deliveries at Hirsfield, in purſuance of his 
contract of the 3d of June 1760, Mr. Notz, 
| keeper of the king's magazine at Hirsfield 
aforeſaid, being in want of ſacks to tranſport 
the oats in, demanded of Mr. Uckerman's 
agent 320 ſacks for that purpoſe ; and on 

obtaining them, gave a receipt for the ſame, 
as was uſual in ſuch caſes. 


For theſe ſacks, Mr. Uckerman charges 
252 Guilders, at the rate of 18MG per ſack, 
the price agreed for, upon ſeveral other ſi- 
occaſions. | 


To this charge, the commiſſioners ob- 
ject, © that the receipt of the ſaid magazine- 
e keeper, appearing to be rather a bill of 
© Jading than a receipt, they could not admit 
te jt as a voucher belonging to the accompt.” 


This objection, which was alſo made to 
Mr. Notz's receipt for the oats delivered in 
theſe very ſacks, has been already ſo fully 
refuted in the anſwer to that article (ſee 
page 7) that Mr. Uckerman conceives 
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it better to refer back to the accompt, and 
reaſons. there given in ſupport, and expla- 
nation of that receipt, than take up time 
with a repetition of them here.—All that 
can be neceſſary to add on this occaſion is, 
that from the nature and neceſſity of the 
thing, it was the general practice, at all the 
king's magazines, to demand ſacks from the 
contractors, when there was not a ſuffici- 
ent quantity in the magazine for the pre- 
ſent occaſion; for which ſacks a price was 
fixed by the commiſſariate, nor was pay- 
ment for them ever diſputed. 


As the reaſons, therefore, for rejecting 
this demand, are thus ſhewn to be totally 
inſufficient, Mr. Uckerman is juſtly en- 
titled to the payment of it.

The contracts which Mr. Uckerman, in 
conjunction with others, had made with the 
Hanoverian chancery of war, expiring on 


the laſt day of Feb. 17 50, the Britiſh com- 


miſlariate, who then aſſumed the ſupply 
of the army, and had accordingly made 
agreements with other contractors for that 


purpoſe, on the repreſentations of the ſaid 
contractors, that it was impoſſible for them 
to 
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ſto make their arrangements, fo as to begin 
their deliveries exactly, on the firſt of 
March, the day after Mr. Uckerman's was 
to end, the commiſſariate wrote to Mr. 
Uckerman, to continue his deliveries for 
ten days longer, which he accordingly did, 

and then put a ſtop to them in every place, 
where the particular circumſtances of affairs 
would admit; the want of timely notice to 
his agents; the want of proper preparation 
in his ſucceſſor, and the neceſſity and ur - 
gency of the troops inevitably obliging him 
to continue his deliveries for ſome few days 
longer, in ſome particular ——_— 


For the eee ſo made, regular re- 
cCeipts were given to Mr. Uckerman, which 
were by him preſented at Mr. Intendent- 
General Hunter's office, and admitted with- 
out cavilling at thoſe few, whoſe date ſhew- 


ed, that the deliveries had been made after 


the expiration of the ten days, as the cer- 
tainty of the fact, and the reaſons which 
- occaſioned it were known; in conſequence 
of which, Mr. Uckerman obtained a pro- 
per certificate from the ſaid office upon it 
on account, 


On the retreat of the combined army, 
under the command of Prince Ferdinand,

in beginning of June 1759, a corps of about 
4000 men, was left by his Serene High- 


neſs under the command of General ab. 


trow, and poſt for the protection of Caſſel. 


As no magazines were eſtabliſhed for the 


ſupply of this corps, and as their ſtay there 


was uncertain, Mr. Oſwald, Commiſſary 
of Supply, directed Mr. Uckerman to fur- 
niſh the forage and proviſions neceſſary for 


| this corps, which he accordingly did. 


The unexpected reaſon for Mr. Oſ- 
wald's giving this direction, having neceſ- 


ſarily preceded his giving it, Mr. Ucker- 


man had occaſionally made ſome deliveries 
to this corps, for their immediate and in- 
diſpenſible ſupport, before he had received, 


or could receive any directions about it; for 


which deliveries, as well as for thoſe made 
after his receiving Mr. Oſwald's directions, 
he obtained regular receipts, which were 
preſented at Mr. Intendant-General Hun- 


ter's office, and admitted without excep- 
tions, being taken at ſuch as had been ob- 
. tained for the - deliveries made before the 


date of Mr. Oſwald's directions, as the cer- 
tainty of the fact, and the urgency of the 
reaſons which occaſioned it were ſufficiently 
known ; in conſequence of which, Mr. Uc- 
kerman

kerman obtained a proper certificate from 
the ſaid office, and received payment upon 
it on account, as in the inſtance here im- 


meediately preceding; on the liquidation of 


Mr. Uckerman's accounts by the Commiſ- 
ſioners for German Demands, there remain- 
ing a ballance due to Mr. Uckerman of 
G. 10896, on account of the deliveries made 
by him on theſe two occaſions, and which 
had remained ſo long unſettled, becauſe of 
Mr. Hunter's quitting the army at that time, 
and his ſucceſſors refuſing to concern them- 
ſelves in the tranſactions of his time (a 
practice purſued by all the ſucceding offi- 
cers in reſpect to each other, to the great 
grievance and loſs of the contractors) Mr. 
VUckerman claimed it in the general ſtate of 
his demands upon the crown of Great Bri- 
tain, upon which claim, the Commiſſioners 
made the following report, dated the 18th 
of Auguſt 1764.

To this report Mr. Uckerman conceives 
the plain account here given of theſe af- 
fairs, a ſufficient and ſatisfactory anſwer : 
he will therefore only add, that as the juſ- 
tice of his demand is expreſsly admitted, by 
the acknowledgment of the Commiſſioners 
themſelves, that the deliveries appear to be 


properly and ſufficiently vouched, to reject 


it for an informality, truly meritorious in 
itſelf, when the occafion of it is properly 
attended to, is as ſtriking an inſtance, as 

rhaps can be produced, to prove the in- 


diſpenſible neceſſity of diſtinguiſhing be- 
tween law and juſtice; eſpecially when it is 
| conkdered, that the objection of this infor- 


mality

mality was firſt ſtarted, at the diſtance of 
five years after the fact, and after the af- 
fair had paſſed through all the offices, and 
received the approbation of all the perſons 
empowered to judge it. 


The obvious concluſion Mr. Uckerman 
leaves to the judgment of the impartial, 
and to the conſciences of thoſe concerned. 
He honeſtly made the deliveries for which 
he claimed payment ; he has produced the 
proper vouchers for them, and he repeats 

his ſaid claim, with confidence in the juſ- 

tice of his cauſe.

In the account given in by Mr. Uckerman + 
to the Commiſſioners for German Demands, 
he made a demand of G.87,400, and 10 
ST. for intereſt, on the ſeveral ſums of 
money due to him from the crown of Great 
Britain, at 5 per cent. per annum, from 
the different days when the ſaid ſeveral 


ſums were regularly proved and demanded 
by him. | 


To this demand the Commiſſioners ob- 
ject in their report, dated the 25th of Feb. 
1705, © that they did not apprehend, that 
by their inſtructions, they were authoriſed

te to receive this as a demand, and did there- 
te fore difallow the ſame, &c.” 


The anſwer to this report is moſt obvi- 


eus. If the principal ſums are juſt charges 


againſt the crown of Great Britain, legal 
intereſt upon them muſt alſo be ſo, by 
every principle of law as well as juſtice; 
nor could the want of inſtructions be a ſuf- 
ficient reaſon for diſallowing it. The con- 
duct which a proper regard to juſtice muſt 
dictate in ſuch a caſe, would be to require 
more ample inſtructions, and till they ſhould 
be received, to leave the demand unde 
cided. 


That a great part of this principal was 
really due to Mr. Uckerman from the 
crown of Great Britain, the Commiſſioners 
themſelves have acknowledged, by admit- 
ting it; and that the reſidue is alſo juſtly 
due to him, he hopes he has made appear 
by the ſtate here given of his demands: 
the intereſt of the former, therefore, could 
not be with- held from him, without the 
moſt flagrant violation of juſtice, nor will 
the latter, on his proving the * of the 
Principal Demand.

Nor is this demand of Mr. Uckerman's 
unprecedented. Intereſt has been allowed 
to * others in ſimilar circumſtances, and as 
the expreſs tenour of all his contracts was, 
that he ſhould be paid upon producing his 
vouchers; and, as it is well known, that 
Mr. Uckerman has paid much higher in- 
tereſt himſelf for money, during the whole 
time that theſe ſums have been detained 
from him, he conceives himſelf juſtly en- 
titled to repeat the demand, ſubmitting it 
however to equitable conſideration, with this 
| obſervation, that the amount of his ſaid de- 
mand 1s encreaſed fince he firſt made it, 
and ſtill encreaſes every * by: the accru- 
Ing intereſt,
